Conference Besomed. 

Washington, Oct. 3^-AJl the parties to 
the conference were at the White House 
at 3:15 o'clock and the meeting wan then 
resumed.

prejudiced by tnis act in order to quash 
the indictment.

provision of section (TOG could not ap¬ 
ply. He must therefore quash the in¬ 
dictment and a new grand jury would 
have to bo constituted. He would have 
been glad bad he been able to take a 
different view of the matter. 

It being pointed out that the circuit 
of the Assise court made it difficult to 
have this heard In the near future, and 
that a delay of five days would be neces¬ 
sary to summon a Jury. Mr. Peters 
asked that the case stand over until next 
assise. 

Mr. Davis was agreeable to this ’Jby 
consent" of counsel. If this was not 
done “by consent" he would have to ask 
that sn order for a new grand Jnry 
should be mmle. 

His Lordship held that the summoning 
or I second grand Jury was, in his opin¬ 
ion, superfluous, incurring an additional 
expense, and that be would leave It to 
the Crown to take what action they 
choose at next assise. 

Mr. Peters asked for leave to renew 
his sureties.

Washington, Oct. 3.—Tbs second step 
in President Roosevelt's efforts to effect 
a settlement between the anthracite coal 
magnates and the miners was taken to¬ 
day. At ten o'clock every person who 
had been invited to participate, except 
PiWident Oliphant, of the Delaware * 
Hudson road, who sent as bis personal 
representative David Wilcox, vice-presi¬ 
dent aud general counsel of the road, and 
President Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania 
road, was present in tbs room of the 
temporary executive mansion where 
President Roosevelt, since bis return 
from Indianapolis, has transacted such 
necessary public business as could uot 
be postponed. The President, daring 
the conference, was seated in a large In¬ 
valid chair, hie left leg resting upon a 
cushion. The President most cordially 
greeted each of his guests is appeared. 
When all were assembled, he stated to 
them in a brief, preliminary way, his 
object in calling them together. 

Folly realising the importance of the 
communication that be was about to 
make, the President had prepared u 
carefully worded paper, setting forth in 
detail bis position ou the controversy. 
The President said: 

“I wish to call yonr attention to the 
fact that there are three parties affected 
by the situation in the anthracite trade: 
The operatora, the miners and the gvneral 
public. 

“I speak for neither the operators uor 
the miners, but for the general public. 
The questions at issue which led to the 
situation affect immediately the parties 
concerned—the operators aod the miners; 
bnt the situation Itself vitally affects the 
public. As long as there seemed to be 
s reasonable hope that these matters 
could be adjusted between the parties 
It did not aeem proper to me to inter¬ 
vene in any way. I disclaim any right 
or duty to intervene In this way upon 
legal grounds, or upon any official rela¬ 
tion that 1 bear to the situation; bnt the 
urgency and the terrible nature of the 
catastrophe impending over a large por¬ 
tion of our people in the shape of a win¬ 
ter fuel famine, impel me, after much 
anxious thought, to believe that my duty 
requires me to use whatever Influence I 
personally can to bring to sn end a situ¬ 
ation which has become literally intolera¬ 
ble. 

“I wish to emphasize the character of 
the situation and say that its gravity is 
suck that I am constrained urgently to 
insiat that each one of yon realise the 
heavy burden of reeponsibUity upon him. 
We are upon the threshold of winter with 
an already existing coal famine, the fa- 
tun terrors of which we can hardly yet 


The Hayes case has been laid over 
until next assise by a technicality raised 
in court this morning which resulted in 
It being decided by Mr. Justice Martin 
that the grand jnry which fonnd a true 
bill was illegally constituted. All morning 
the subject was fqught out by the coun¬ 
sel in the matter. Appearing for the 
Crown was H. O. Robertson, with E. P. 
Davis representing the private prosecu¬ 
tion. The defendant was represented 
by Fred. Feterx, L. P. Luff and George 
Powell. 

At the opening of the Assize court 
this morning, Mr. Duff raised some ob¬ 
jections. The first was that the grand 
jury was not constituted according in 
law, and that iu fact there was no grand 
Jnry. The act under which it was con¬ 
stituted was ultra vires. He would not 
elaborate upon it, however, as decisions 
had been given against this view by the 
Bnpreinc courts of Nora Beotia and 
Manitoba. 

The grand Jury, however. In spite of 
tills was not constituted properly. There 
were not thirteen grand Jnrors returned 
by the sheriff. The returns show thir¬ 
teen, one of whom, TW Fairall. fa de¬ 
scribed as “not in po&casion of his na¬ 
tural faculties." There were only 
twelve men in the panel. This was a 
flagrant violation of the statute. Carried 
to the extreme, the sheriff would have 
the power of constituting the grand Jnry 
from those summoned. 

He also objected to’ the fact that the 
grand Jnry had not examined any wit¬ 
nesses, presuming this upon the ground' 
that the indictment was returned to the 
court with the names of the witnesses 
uninitialed. He was further informed 
that none of the witnesses were examin¬ 
ed. He would not nrge the objection 
upon the ground that the names were 
uninitiated. He asked for the quashing 
of the Indictments. 

His Lordship hold that as no witness 
had been examined by the grand Jury 
It was a serious matt.-r. as there was a 
rnl‘ng upon this very point in this court. 
The Chief Jnstice had ruled that under 
these rtrcmnstan'HM tho indictment must 
l>o quashed. 

Mr. Peters raised the further point 
that the Indictment had been laid by 
tho attorney-general. In such a case 
there was no precedent for other than 
conneel for the Crown appearing. There 
waa no room for the appearance of a 
representative of the prirate prosecutor. 
The true bill brought In had contained 
other charges than those which had coipe 
up at the prelimina<r hearing. A pri¬ 
vate prosecutor in this case waa a 
misnomer. Only tho Crown could be 
represented, as tjicy hsd really by their 
course taken It out of the hands of the 
private prosecutor. 

H. P. Davis lamented the difficulty 
experienced iu getting this case before 
the court for trial. He referred to the 
position taken by the defence as one of 
splitting hairs. There waa a precedent 
in this court for his taking part. In the 
piracy ease he had appeared for. the 
Private prosecutor, and alao th e Cibwn 
really as there waa no other Crown rep¬ 
resentative. 

His Lordship held that the contention 
was that the Crowt* having taken the 
oosition which they did, really debarret! 
Mr. Davis. 

Mr. Davis held this could only apply If 
he appeared alone, but he was only ap¬ 
pearing for the prirate pros e cutor as an 
assistant to the counsel for the Crown. 

Mr. Robertson, on behalf of the

Schools Will Be Supplied. 

New York, Oct. 2.—President Fowler, 
of the New York, Ontarie A Western 
railway, aald to-day in regard to the 
coal situation in New York, that by an 
arrangement among thenuelves, the coal 
companies were providing the elevated 
railroads with sufficient coal to run their 
trains. The schools and haspitals in this 
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are, roughly 
speaking, situated at Union and at Ex¬ 
tension, and in connection with them are 
many miles of railway, forming a very 
complete system for*the transporting ot 
the production to the bunkers for ship¬ 
ment at Ounox wharf and Ladysmith. 

The transaction Lx one which involve* 
an immense ’sum of money, though ttx| 
exact sum paid, by Mr. Dunsmuir is not 
made known. Mr. Dunsmuir is respon¬ 
sible for the transaction, having entered 
into arrangements with Gen. Hubhort 
while in New York. In dealing with 
Gen. Hubbard he waa negotiating with 
the controller of the Pacific Improve¬ 
ment Company's stock. Although the 
transaction was a most important one, 
it is said to have been roostnnnated 
after only about two hoars’ conference. 
The Interest controlled by Gen. Htfbtard 
has alrea ly, Mr. Dansmnlr says, fvasNed 
under his control, and be in now the sol* 
owner of these interests. 

Between the two interests formerly 
represented, and which were respectively 
James Dunsmuir and the Pacific Im¬ 
provement Company, Mr. Lindsay says 
there lias never been any misunderstand¬ 
ing. The best of feeling has alwsjr* 
prevailed. A. D. Shepherd could only 
he regarded as the paid servant of the 
Pacific Improvement Company. 

A. D. Shepherd is at present in 8an 
Francisco, and his views upon the trans- 
fe- of the stock could only, therefore, be 
arcertaincd by wire. Daring his absence 
Rimer E. Johnson is looking after the 
Interests of tbo Pacific Improvement 
CV inpany. The latter gentleman was 
unable to (five any information on the 
subject, ns he hnd received no intimation 
whatever that the transaction hnd taken 
place. Gen. Hubbard, he said, control¬ 
led one-half of the stock of the Pacife 
Improvement Company, but he had re¬ 
ceived no Information upon the subject, 
and It was impo««fy)le, he said, to pre¬ 
sume what had taken place. 

Th>> transfer of the other interest te 
Mr. Dunsmuir will not likely otxtisiun 
any change in connection with the con¬ 
duct of the business. This has gll alone 
been left in the hands of Mr. Dunsmuir. 
A. D. Shepherd himself stated n iittla 
time ago that it was not proposed that 
the conduct of either the railway or the 
mining business should l*e taken ont of 
his control, bnt sli they wished was that 
these businesses should be run on modern 
hnriness principles. Mr. Dnnxmnir has. 
therefore, been allowed to run the bwrf- 
nees largely ns he desired in the past, 
and the transfer of the remaining stork 
to his control should in nowise affect it.

Danube and Princess May Bring Over 
One Hundred Passengers—A Large 
Shipment of Salmon,

The Danube had seventeen thousand 
cases of sjlmon, the largest salmon 
cargo ever brought by s steamer to this 
port. Both boats were delayed by fog 
and bad weather. Freight is being 
moved from White Horse fairly rapidly, 
only two thousand tons yet remaining.

The 
Consolidated Tobacco Company will pur¬ 
sue Its business in . the United Btatc* 
field, including not only this country, 
but Cuba, Porto Rico, the Hawaiian and 
the Philippines without competition from 
the |English company. The Imperial 
company will not encounter the competi¬ 
tion of the American company in Eng¬ 
land and Ireland, Bcotland and Wales. 
The British company has onfe-thind of 
the stock, and the American has two- 
thirds. The board of directors eon- 
•ist* of six representatives of the British 
company and 12 of the American, with 
Mr. Duke as its president, who remains 
abroad to perfect the organisation. This 
British-American company will tako 
***** the entire business of the Imperial 
company, and of the Consolidated com¬ 
pany in all foreign countries, and In the 


colonies of Great Britain, indndipg In¬ 
dia, Canada and Australia.”

eral since Confederation. Sir Wilfr’d 
Laurlsr is something more than a “pic¬ 
turesque personality.’ 1 He Is a man 
who stands obt conspicuous In any com¬ 
pany. He Is regarded as the leader In 
the movement towards the consolidation 
of the British Empire. His voice waa 
potent In the colonial conference. He 
has been specially honored by his King 
and His Majesty’s ministers. The news¬ 
papers of Great Britain have extolled his 
services, not only-to the Colonial portion 
of the Empire, but to the Mother Coun¬ 
try. His tour through France and his 
conferences with French statesmen were 
referred to as having had a potent in¬ 
fluence in increasing the cordiality of the 
telationship between the two great na¬ 
tions, notwithstanding the sneers of a 
section of the French press which beara 
a close relationship to Tory journals 
of Canada that speak in spite, envy 
and pettiness of spirit. The French 
editors cavilled at the Imperial spirit 
of the Liberal leader. They hinted that 
he might if he would restore to France 
her ancient po s ses si on. Their counter¬ 
parts in Canada snarl because Sir Wil¬ 
frid, they imagine* Is the principal ob¬ 
stacle to their regaining power. They 
claim It is through the appeal to the im¬ 
agination of French Canada this pic¬ 
turesque personality makes that the Lib¬ 
eral party is In power to-dhy. The “pic¬ 
turesque personality” must be attractive 
to more than Krench-Cauadlana, Inasmuch 
aa the government la supported by a ma¬ 
jority from etary province hi tho Do¬ 
minion save Ontario, and if K had not 
been for the appeala to raeo prejudice 
that were made there, and were ordered 
by the Conservative orfaaUcr, Mr. Dat- 
by, of the Montreal Star, to be made by 
eTery Tory newspaper in the conn try, 
Ontario would undoubtedly have been In 
line with all the other province*. It ia 
but Just to many Conservative editors 
to say they refoaed to descend to 
such ignoble tactics. In the case of the 
Colonist, however, its conscience has de¬ 
parted and there ia now no influence to 
restrain It within the lines of decency 
in politics! discussion.

Oct. 8.—Contrary to previous 
announcements Copt, Dreyfus will not 
attend the funeral, because his presence 
might lead to disorders. 

Dreyfus was auxlous to attend the 
funeral, comdderlug it to be- a duty 
which he owned to the memory of Zola, 
but he had a pathetic interview with the 
widow this morning, and ahe expressed 
to him her apprehensions thnfc unseemly 
demonstrations might occur if he attend¬ 
ed both during the ceremony at the 
cemetery and afterwards. ‘The perfect 
of police,” she Mid, “is also in fear that 
your presence may lead to disturbance, 
and for nothing iu the world would I 
have the funeral of my lamented hus¬ 
band marked by regrettable Incidents." 

Dreyfus replied, expressing his deep 
respect and devotion for Madame Zola, 
but said it would be moat painful to him 
to fall in what lie considered to be an 
imperious duty, and Zola, who before 
everything was a man of duty, and of 
duty in spite of everything, would cer 
taiuly have approved my intention,” 
adding: “I ought not take into account 
eventualities, which 1 am far from 
seeking.” 

Madame Zola wag then moved to tears, 
nud supplicated Dreyfus to abandon the 
idea, and Dreyfus, who himself display¬ 
ed considerable emotion* responded: “But 
they will say I am liidiug tnyaelf, that I 
nm a coward; yes. a coward," he repeat¬ 
ed, “and you know well I'm not.” 

Madatne Zola again begged him for her 
sake toabstnin from attending the fuu- 
ernl. Both were the prey to profound 
emotion, nud finally Dreyfua yielded and 
promised not to attend. Madame Zola 
weepingly thanked him for the sacrifice 
of which ahe appreciated all the great¬ 
ness.
